I Q. — After  the  body  of  Jesus  was  laid  in  the  sepulcher, 

who  prepared  spices  and  ointment  for  it? 

A. — Some  women  who  Uau  iouoweJ  turn  from  Galilee. 

! 2 Q — Why  did  they  not  use'them  the  next  day? 

A. — Because  it  was  the  Sabbath. 

3 Q. — What  did  these  women  do  on  the  first  day  of  the  week? 
A. — Early  in  tin  morning  they  went  tc  the  sepulcher  with 

the  spices. 

4 Q. — What  did  they  notice  th yre? 

A — That  the  stone  which  closed  the  sepulcher  had  been 
rolled  away. 

f>  Q. — What  was  gone  from  the  sepulcher? 

A — The  body  of  Jesus. 

(J  Q. — While  they  were  much  perplexed  about  it,  whom  did 
they  see? 

A — Two  men  standing  by  them  in  shining  garments. 

7 Q. — What  effect  did  this  have  upon  them? 

A. — They  were  afraid,  and  bowed  their  laces  to  the  earth. 

8 Q. — What  did  these  men  say  tc  them? 

A.-  -“Why  seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead?  He  is 
not  here,  but  is  risen  ” 

I 9 Q — What  did  these  women  do? 

A — They  returned  from  th<  sepulcher,  and  told  these 
things  to  the  Apostles. 

10  Q — How  did  their  words  seem  to  the  Apostles? 

A. — Like  idle  tales,  and  they  believed  them  not. 

II  Q — What«did  Petei  do? 

A. — He  went  and  examined  the  sepulcher,  and  departed, 
wondering 

12  Q. — What  took  place  the  same  day  with  two  disciples,  who 

went  to  a village  called  Emmaus? 

A. — Jesus  walked  with  them,  but  they  knew  Him  not. 

13  Q — Why  did  they  not  know  Him? 

A. — Because  their  eyes  were  holden,  that  they  should  not 
know  Him. 

14  Q. — What  did  He  expound  to  them? 

A.— W oat  Moses  'and  the  prophets  had  said  concerning  ■ 
Himself. 

15  Q — What  did  Jesus  do  when  they  arrived  at  Emmaus? 
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A.-JJe  tarried  with  the  disiples,  and  broke  bread  and 
9 blessed  it. 

1(5  Q. — What  then  took  place? 

A. — Their  eyes  were  opened  and  they  knew  Him,  and  He 
vanished  out  of  their  sight. 

17  Q. — What  did  they  say  to  one  another? 

A. — Hid  not  our  hearts  burn  within  us,  while  He  talked 
with  us  by  the  way? 

18  Q. — What  did  they  do  the  same  hour? 

A. — They  returned  to  Jerusalem. 

19  Q. — What  did  they  find  there? 

A. — The  eleven  Apostles  and  others,  gathered  together. 

20  Q. — What  did  they  tell  the  eleven? 

A. — How  Jesus  had  talked  with  them  on  the  way  to 
Emmaus  and  how  they  knew  Him  when  he  blessed 
the  bread. 

21  Q. — As  they  thus  spoke,  what  took  place? 

A. — Jesus  stood  in  the  midst  of  them  and  said,  “Peace  be 
unto  you.  ’ ’ 

22  Q. — How  did  the  appearance  of  Jesus  affect  His  disciples? 
A. — They  were  terrified,  and  supposed  that  they  saw  a 

spirit. 

23  Q. — What  did  Jesus  do  to  allay  their  trouble? 

A. — He  showed  them  His  hands  and  feet,  and  told  them 
to  handle  Him. 

24  Q. — What  further  did  He  do  to  assure  them? 

A. — He  called  for  food  and  ate  before  them. 

25  Q. — What  did  He  say,  that  He  had  before  told  them,  must 

be  fulfilled?  , 

A. — All  things  which  were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  in 
the  prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms  concerning  Him. 

26  Q. — What  did  Jesus  then  do  for  His  disciples? 

A. — He  opened  their  understanding,  that  they  might 
understand  the  Scriptures. 

27  Q. — What  did  Jesus  say  about  that  which  was  written? 

A. — That  thus  it  behooved  Christ  to  suffer  and  rise  from 
the  dead,  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins 
might  be  preached  among  all  nations. 

28  Q. — What  did  He  tell  His  disciples  that  they  were? 

A. — Witnesses  of  these  things. 

29  Q. — What  did  he  tell  them  to  do? 

A. — To  remain  in  Jerusalem,  until  they  were  endowed 
with  power  from  on  high. 

30  Q. — Where  was  Jesus  parted  from  His  disciples  and  car- 

ried up  into  heaven? 

A. — At  the  little  town  of  Betheny,  near  Jerusalem. 
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
